D. Banks McKenzie Before the Reform 
Club on Saturday Evening—His Re- 


marks Bearing Rather Hard Upon 
Outsiders. 


The audience at the Reform Club 
entertainmeat oo Saturday evening 


casion was the benefit of D. Banks 


McKenzie. The programme previous- 
ly anveunced was carried out with 
some exceptions, the singing. being 
particularly good. The lecturer's ad- 
dress on temperance was not especi- 
ally happy. It was marred at the 
commencement by a sneering allasion 
to those physicians who make any use 
of alcholic stimulants in their practice. 
The lecturer said be thought bis wife 
would show the door to any doctor 
who “should prescribe such medicine 
for him. (This in the face of the fact 
that a majority of the higbest medical 
authorities not only prescribe liquors 
in their practice, but even occasion- 
ally recommend their habitual use.) 
The whole subject was treated ina 
superficial way, the lecturer seeking to 
arouse no higher feeling in his hearers 
than the selfish fear that they might 
themselves become drunkards. After 
the close of his address, which awak- 
eved very little enthusiasm, Mr. Me- 
‘Kenzie went through the audience 
asking for signers to the pledge. Lit- 
tle success attended his solicitations, 
and he returned to the platform with 
his vanity evidently sorely hurt by 
his failure. He then poured out a 
flood of abuse on those presene who 
had refuseds to sign, saying in sub- 
stance, that a man could not be a re- 
spectable, good citizen who refused te 
join the temperance movement. The 
lecturer stamped and flourished about 
the stage, oded upon the table, 
and threw his arms and ulster about, 
his whole manner 8 Lord 
Dundreary ina “tewible wage.“ He 
said, among other things, that he was 
about to start an inebriate assylum, 
and that he felt sure that one or more 
of those young men present who had 
refused to sign the pledge would 
bye and bye come knocking at the 
door of that assylum for admittance, 
and that they were of no account any- 
how. (These observations gave con- 
sidersble offence to many persons in 
the audience. Indeed, the most of the 
financial aid and support the Club re- 
ceives comes from citizens who are 
not numbered among its members.) 

Mr. McKenzie was follow by Judge 
Cossitt, and by Mr. Dixon of San 
Francisco, both of whom caught the 
sympathy of the audience, enlisti 
their attention and approval, an 
drawing out rounds of applause.

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A Complete Change In the Flute Sug- 
ar Company's Plan of Operations. 


Lawyer Cain last evening received 
a letter addressed, President of the 
Piute Sugar Company, Reno, Nevada.” 
The letter was from San Francisco and 


began as follows: 

Dear Sir: I have been informed that 
you are erecting a mill to man- 
ufacture sugar out sugar cane, for 
which I offer my services as Superin- 
tendent.” 

The writer then went on to give his 
qualifications, stating that he had had 
experience in the West Indes, Peru and 
the Sandwich Islands, both on planta- 
tions and in refineries. 

Mr. Cain states that he has instructed 
Mr. Comstock,the Secretary of the com- 
pany, to file the application. Owing 
to recent developments, the Company 
has decided to change entirely its plan 
of operations. At first the project 
was to grind the cane in a sorghum 
mill, and by boiling the juice, obtain 
the desired sugar. But,“ says Mr. 
Cain, “since it that the 
“Piute sugat cane gets its name from 
the “honey dew” deposited on it by 
the aphis, or plant louse, we propose to 
go straight to the bug for our sugar 
and let the cane alene. We think we 
can utilize profitably the saccharine 
qualities of the aphis, just as Ithe silk 
worm has been domesticated, 
so to speak, and made so useful to 
man. Our idea now is to breed the 
aphis extensively aud by careful selec- 
tion of the best insects to develop it 
ity as a sugar 


up to its highest ca 
We shall use the Piute 


producer. 

cane as the silk-growers use the mul- 
berry tree, our aphides shall feed upon 
the one as the silk worms feed u 
— Fi Ba the — * , 
ap iviog u 0 icular ree 
make it their Bly coat that 
reed thoroughly with honey dew.” 
They cease to secrete their honey as 
soon as the cane becomes thoroughly 
coated. Now our plan isto keep the 
insects constantly at work during the 
summer season. As soon as one reed 
becomes coated we shall cut it down 
and transfer its aphides to a fresh 
stem. The cut reeds will be thrown 
into kettles of boiling water, when the 
honey will rise to the surface and be 
skimmed off. We can then either 
crystalize it into sugar, or sell the 
crude product as Pure Aphis Honey. 
There will naturally be some prejudice 
against it at the start, but why 
shouldn't aphis — be as good as 
the honey from bees. 

Mr. Cain went on te speak in the 
most glowing terms of the aphis, ef 
its great possibilities, and of the 
wealth that bis company is likely to 
amass through its utilization, ‘‘Nev- 
ada may never flow with milk,” he re- 
marked in conclusion, ‘‘but you shall 
see it flowing with aphis honey pet.“
